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CURREW?S THENDS 
Week ending 16 November 1946 


The admission rate for All Causes was 451 for the week ending 16 Movember or 3.6 per cent lower than 
the rate of 468 for the preceding week. This marks the second consecutive week during which the rate for 
all causes has declined. The current rate is thy second lowest recorded so far this year; the lowest 
being 446 for the week ending 7 September. The rate for the corresponding period in 1945 was 592. The 
difference of 141 per 1000 between the 1945 and 1946 rates is the largest to be recorded this year. The 
decreasing trend this week was noted in all districts except the 3rd, 6th, 9th and 12th whose rates in- 
creased 52, 42, 17 and 6 per cent respectively, The highest rate, 650, was reported by the 3rd District; 
the lowest rate, 271, by the 7th District. 


The rate for Total Respiratory Diseases increased 3.1 per cent during the week and now stands at 
87.2. This rate ie compared very favorably with the rate in 1945 which was over twice as high at 210.4. 
The increasing trend was apparent in 5 of the districts. he most notable increase, 199 per cent was in 
the Ath District whose rate jumped from 29.9 to 89.4. The 9th District has the highest rate, 132.5 and 
the 13th District has the lowest rate, 23.6. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE. The combined rate for these infections which has been de- 
creasing rose 4.7 per cent thie week reaching 46.6 as compared to 44.5 last week and 141. 8 for the 
corresponding period in 1945, The picture in the districts shows an increasing trend in the eastern 
areas comprising the lst, 3rd, 4th and 5th Districts and the River Commands. Of the remaining Districta 
only the 12th showed an increase. The largest change was in the 4th District whose rate spurted upwards 
from 5.0 to 31.5. The highest rate, 85.0, was reported by the 5th District; the lowest rate, 13.5, was 
reported by the 13th District. 


PNEUMONI A~B RONCHO AND LOBAR. Continuing the increasing trend established last week the rate for 
those diseases doubled this week increasing from 1.2 to 2.4. A year ago the rate was 2.7. Cases were 
reported in the 5th, 6th, llth and 12th Districts. The llth District with a rate of 7.0 is high. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL. Contrary to the increasing trends noted in the other respiratory diseases the 
rate for this disease dropped to 0.7 or 78.1 per cent as compared to 3.2 for the previous week. For the 
same week in 1945 the rate was 2.9, Cases were reported in only the lst, 5th and 6th Districts. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. The current rate of 37.4 for these diseases is 4.5 per cent 
higher than last week's rate of 35.8 and compares favorably with last years rate of 63.0. Major increases 
of 329, 190, 125 and 185 per cent are noted for the lst, 4th, 6th and 12th Districts. Improvements were 
shown in only the 3rd, 5th, 7th and 13th Districts and the River Commands. The rate 57.8 for the 4th 
District is high and the rate of 10.1 for the 13th District is low. 


Se FEVER. The rate of 1.2 is essentially unchanged from the 1.3 of last week and is well be- 
low last year's fate of 7.5. This week cases were reported in only the 9th and llth Districts, 


MEASLES. There was no change in the total incidence for this disease, the rate remaining at 0.5, 
This compares favorably with the rate of 2.3 for the comparable period in 19h5, Cases were reported in 
the 3rd and 5th Districts.
